EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-7, 9-14 and 16-17 and 19-21, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claims 7 and 14, the prior art disclose fails to teach "the metadata for the 
data records specifies conflict detection and resolution parameters that resolve data conflicts 
from the mobile client to multiple back end enterprise data sources". 

Regarding claim 19, the prior art fails to teach "wherein the metadata from the mobile 
client specifies how the application server is to resolve data conflicts".
